The smdUciit I uu L, 1 r iti juuui ilie Bize of a hazel- 
nut. Its colours are the most beautiful thet cna be imagined. 
It has a small gilded crest on its head which aparfcles in tba 
HUH like a. little star. 

Ab soon a» the son is risen, the humming-birds are seen 
fluttering about the flowers, without ever Ughting upoa 
ihem. They are furnished with a forky tongoe. that eaten 
i the cup of the flower, and extracts its nectared tribute, 
■pon this alone they subsist. The rapid motion of their 
^ings occasions a humming sound, from whence thej ha^ 
their name. The nests of these birds are very carious. 
They are suspended in the air at the points of the twigs of 
trees, and are made of cotton, fine moss, or the fibres of 
regetables. They arc about the size of a hen's e^ cut ta 
two. There are never more than two eggs found in a nest ; 
i are about the size of a small pea. The yoong 
are, at first, bare ; by degrees, they are covered with 
' down ; and. at last, feathers succeed. 

A gentleman found the nest of a hnnuning-bird, when 

ho young ones were Iifleen or twenty days old. He placed 

them iu a cage in hi^ chamber-window, to be amused with 

their sportive flutteringa ; but he was soon surprised to see 

the old ouea come and feed their brood regularly every 

hour of the day. By this meanb they themselvoB grew so

EASY LESSONS. 
THE HUMMING BIRD. 




The smullcEit iiuiii..i.i,j;-l)irii ib auout tiie size of a hazel- 
mit. Its colours are the tiiost beautiful that chd be imagiDsd. 
It has a small gilded crest on its head which sparkles in the 
sun like a little ntar. 

As soon at the sun is risen, the humming-birds are i 
fluttering about the doners, without ever lifrhting upoa 
them. They are furnished with a fork; tongue, that enters 

, Ui e cup of (he flower, and extracts its oectared tribute. 
MpoD this alone they subsist. The rapid motion of their 
^in^ occasions a humming sound, from whence they have 
' oame. The nests of those birds are very carious. 
They arc suspended in the air at thQ points of the twigs of 
trees, and arc made of cotton, flue moss, or the fibres of 
vcgeiables. They arc about the size of a heo's egg cut in 
t«o. There are OBTer more than two eggs found in a nest ; 
these are about the size of a small pea. The yonng 
ones are, at first, bare ; by degrees, they are covered with 
down ; and. at last, feathers succeed. 

A gentlemaa found tbo nest of a humming-bird, when 
Iho young ones were lil\een or twenty days old. He placed 
Ihum in a cage in his chamber-window, to be amused with 
their sportive flntferings ; but he was soon surprised to see 
the old ones come and feed their brood regularly every 
hour of the day. By this means they themselves new so 
tame, that they seldom quitted the chntnber. Afl four ire- 1 
gaeaDf perr.hed upon their, master's hand, chirpii^ as if;

The Biiuian Iree is coLsidered asonpof fhs jntM curions 
nsd boautiful of nature's producliuns in the rlifnate of fat- 
ilia. Each tree is, in itself, a grove, and some of then of 
amusing size, as they arc contioually increasu^, and seem 
to bo exempted from decay. 

For every branch from the main body throws ool its own 
roots, at first in small tender fibres, several yards from the 
ground, which continually grow thicker, until, bj a gradual 
iliisceat, they reach its surface ; where, striking in, they kh 
crease to a large trunk and become a parent tree, throning 
out now branches frcim the top. 

These in time suf<pend their roots, and, receiving their 
notirithment ftom the earth, swell mto trunkg, and shoot 
forth other branches ; thus continuing ui a state of progree- 
Kion so long oa the first parent of' all euppliea her suste- 
nance. 

A Banian tree wilh many trunks, Ibnns the most beauti- 
ful (valks iind cool recesses that can be imagined. The 
\uavef are large, soil, and of a lirely gteon ; the iruit is a 
fniiill fig, when ripe of a bright scarlet. 

Tho Hindoos are peculiarly fond of this tree; the; coo- 
«ider its long ihiraticn, its outstretching aims, and overshad- 
owing beuelicence, as emblems of the Deity, and almost 
pp"}' it divine boaoun.

The trees afford the natiTes an agreeable and refreshing ' 
Nbade ; the leaves afford excellent covering for thoir horses ' 
of the inner bark of tho small branches they make cluth ; 
the juice nt.lt.ii exudes, enables them to deatroy tbb nts 
which infest them , and of the trnnk of the tree they form ^

This fleshy tube is capa^ 
blr of being moved in every direction, and at the very pdnt 
of it, just above the nostrib, there is an extension of the 
skin, in the form of a flnger, and which, in fact, answers all 
the purposes of one ; for, with the rest of the extremity of 
the trunk, it b capable of assuming diflerent forms, and 
consequently of being adapted to the minutest objects. By 
means of thb, the elephant can take a pin from the ground, 
untie the knots of a rope, uniock a door, and even write 
with a pen. Hence this instrument appears to be useful in 
most of the purposes of life : it is an organ of smelling, 
of touching, and of suction ; and not only conduces to the 
animaPs comforts, but also serves for its ornament and de- 
fence.

LANGUAGK 

Language is human speech, or a set of articulate sounds, 
used by any nation or people to convey their ideas to each 
other. 

Crrammar is the art of speaking and writing any language 
with propriety. 

Orthography is that part of grammar, which teaches the 
nature and power of letters, and the just method of spelling 
words. 

A leUer is the first principle, or least part of a word. 

The letters of a language are called the alphabet, which 
in the English language are UterUy-six in number. 

Letters are divided into vowels and consonants. 

A v(yafel is a letter, which can be perfectly sounded by 
itself ; or without moving the parts of the mouth. 

A consonant is a letter, which cannot be perfectly sound- 
ed by itself; but, joined with a vowel, forms an articulate or 
significant sound. 

The vowels are a, e, t, o, u, and sometimes, w, and y, 

fTand y are consonants, when they begin a word or sylla- 
ble ; but in every other situation tbey are called vowels. 

A diphthong is the union of two vowels in one syllable ; 
as efl in beat, ou in sound. 

A triphthong is the union of three vowels in one syllable ; 
as, ieu m adieu, lieu. 

A syllable is a sound, either simple or compounded, pro- 
nounced by a single impulse or effort of the voice, and con- 
stituting a word or part of a word ; as man, nusavful. 

Words are articulate, or significant sounds, which are 
used to express our ideas. 

A word of one syllable, is called a mon'osyllable^

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It is covered with a very hard skin withont hair. Its legs 
are larg^ and clumsy. Its cars also are very large ; th^ 
can be raised and moFed with case, and serve to wipe the 
animals' eyes, as well as to protect them from flies and dost 
It hears remarkably qoick, and seems delighted with nmsic 

Its eyes are very small, and its tronk very long. It has 
two large tusks gr jwing from the upper jaw, whidi, as they 
I are net used in chewing, are considered only as weapons of 
defence. When the animal grows old, these tasks somo* 
times become so heavy, that it is necessary to make holes 
in tho sides of its stall, to rest them in. 

Bnt it is in the sense of touching that thb animal excels aD 
others of the brute creation, and perhaps even man himaettl 
The organ of this sense lies wholly in the trunk, which is, 
properly speaking, only the snout lengthened out to a great 
extent, hollow like a pipe, and terminating in two opeoiiigs, 
or nostrilF , like those of a hog. This fleshy tube is capc- 
blr of being moved in every direction, and at the vetj prat 
of it, just above the oostrib, there is an extension of the 
skin, in the form of a finger, and which, in fact, answers all 
the purposes of one ; for, with the rest of the extremity of 
the trunk, it is capable of assuming different forms, and 
consequently of being adapted to the minutest objects. By 
means of this, the elephant can take a pin from the ground, 
untie the knots of a rope, uniock a door, and even write 
with a pen. Hence this instrument appears to be useful in 
most of the purposes of life: it is an organ of smelling, •] 
of touching, and of suction ; and not only conduces to the 
animal's comforts, but also serves for its ornament and de- 
fence. 

Of all the animals that have been brought under the do- 
minion of mankind, the elephant is allowed to be the most 
obedient, and when treated with kindness and affection, tes- 
tifies his gratitude, by fulfilling all his keeper's desires, and 
caressing him with apparent fondness and delight; it re- 
ceives his commands with submis.sion and attention, and 
executes them with the utmost punctuality and zeal : bends 
its knees when he expresses a wish to ride, and willingly 
exerts its utmost strength, which in drawinj^ burdens, is 
equal to that of six horses : and, without fatigue, it can 
I support near four thousand weight upon its back. 
H' This anioial does indficd seem caf^able of both gratitude

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and affection in the highi sX degree. An elephant at Ads- 
meer, which had often been cmven throi^^h the market, 
regularly received, from a woman who kept a stall, a hand- 
fid of greens ; and being one day seized with a periodical 
fit of madness, broke tho fetters which confined it, and ran 
towards the spot. AH who beheld its approach were 9traok 
with dinnay, and fled precipitately from its sight, and 
amongst the number, his friend tho green-woman, wiio, in 
th^ alarm, forgot to remove her child. The frantic animal 
ran directly towards her seat, overtnming whatever im- 
pe«ied his flight ; and the moment ho beheld the terrified 
tittle creatore lying upon the earth oveiwhelm^ with frii^t, 
he raised him from the groand with the i|^most tenderness 
and carried him to a place that was perfectly safe.

Pr^.sody teaches the true pronunciation of words, and 
comprises accent, empliasin, and cadence. 

Accent is a stronger and fuller sound of voice on a cer* 
lain letter or syllable in a word, that it may be bettor heard 
than the rest.
